Historic Castle. ! 


The plans for the German national 


pavilion at the world's fair, St. Louis 
have been completed and submitted to 
the director of works, Isaac S. Taylor 
for approval. It has been the endeav- 
or of the German government to keep 
the architecture of the building in bar 
mony with the exposition buildings in 
the immediate vicinity. The pavilion 
will be a fairly accurate reproduction 
of the central portion of the roya! 
castle at Charlottenburg, near Berlin 
This old castle occupies a conspicuous 
place in the history of German archi- 
tecture. It was built about the end of 
tho seventeenth century for and under 
the direction of Frederick I, first king 
of Prussia, The castle was designed 
by Andreaa Schlueter, the greatest 
German architect of that period. 


The architecture of the Charlotten- 


burg castle Is imposing. The main fa- 
cade is in two stories, crowned by an 
enormous stilted dome. The facade of 
the first floor Is In rustic stone. The 
second floor Is ornamented wjth en- 
gaged Corinthian columns. In the cen- 
ter of the facade Is a projecting bay
